News  of  the  Week 


Deputation  to  the  Minister  of  Health 

Mr.  Walter  Elliot,  the  Minister  of  Health,  received  on  De- 
cember 22  a  deputation  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  about  the 
medical  treatment  of  unaccompanied  children  evacuated  under 
the  Government  scheme.  The  deputation  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  W.  Deacon,  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
Mr.  Mallinson,  secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
also  spoke.  The  deputation  recognised  that  the  arrangements 
for  the  treatment  of  the  children  had  to  be  made  as  a  matter  of 
urgency,  but  they  regretted  that  the  principle  under  which 
medicines  were  supplied  by  the  chemists  on  the  prescription  of 
the  doctors,  and  not  by  the  doctors  themselves,  had  been  de- 
parted from  without  consultation  with  the  pharmaceutical 
bodies.  This  principle  had  been  established  by  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act,  and  had  worked  extremely  satisfactorily 
for  over  twenty-five  years.  They  hoped  therefore  that  the  present 
arrangement  was  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  precedent.  In  reply  the 
Minister  said  that  the  arrangements  were  made  towards  the  end 
of  August,  when  events  were  moving  with  great  rapidity  and  the 
imminence  of  war  made  it  necessary  to  reach  immediate  agree- 
ment. To  have  brought  a  third  party  into  the  negotiations 
would  have  caused  delay,  and  therefore  negotiations  were 
undertaken  only  with  the  British  Medical  Association  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  doctors.  He  regretted  that  there  had  not  been 
time  to  consult  the  pharmacists,  but  gave  the  deputation  the 
assurance,  which  he  promised  to  confirm  in  writing,  that  these 
arrangements,  which  were  limited  to  unaccompanied  school- 
children, were  purely  emergency  arrangements.  They  did  not 
indicate  any  desire  to  depart  from  the  principle  established  by 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  which  it  was  the  intention 
of  the  Ministry  to  maintain.  He  did  not  feel  that  it  was  prac- 
ticable at  this  date  to  substitute  fresh  arrangements  for  the 
treatment  of  the  unaccompanied  school-children.  He  would, 
however,  do  anything  he  could  to  facilitate  the  wider  adoption 
of  the  agreements  which  had  already  been  made  in  some  areas 
between  the  Local  Emergency  Medical  Committee  representing 
the  doctors,  and  the  chemists,  whereby  medicines  needed  by  the 
children  would  be  supplied  by  the  chemists  on  prescriptions 
issued  by  the  doctors.  The  deputation  thanked  the  Minister  for 
his  assurances. 

Animal  Fats,  Oils  and  Greases 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  the  Board  of  Trade 
has  issued  an  Order  (The  Import  of  Goods  (Prohibition)  (No.  ii) 
Order,  1939)  adding  oils,  fats  and  greases  derived  wholly  from 
animals,  (other  than  marine  animals)  except  butter,  lard  and 
foot  oils,  to  the  list  of  commodities  the  importation  of  which  is 
prohibited  except  under  licence.  The  Ministry  of  Food  wish  to 


emphasise  that  the  purpose  of  the  Order  is  not  to  restrict  supplies 
of  fats  but  to  enable  the  Ministry  to  secure  a  proper  control  of 
the  commodities  in  order  to  keep  prices  steady  and  to  ensure 
the  best  use  of  the  quantities  of  fats  and  oils  which  may  be 
imported.  The  Ministry  are  providing  for  centralised  purchasing 
of  the  commodities  in  question  with  the  assistance  of  the  existing 
importing  concerns.  The  Order  will  come  into  force  on  December 
27,  but  any  goods  covered  by  the  Order  which  are  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Customs  authorities  to  have  been  dispatched 
to  the  United  Kingdom  before  the  Order  came  into  effect  will 
not  require  a  licence.  Any  inquiries  by  importers  on  matters 
arising  out  of  the  Order  should  be  addressed  to  The  Ministry 
of  Food  (Oils  and  Fats  Branch),  Great  Westminster  House, 
Horseferry  Road,  London,  S.W.i. 

Merseyside 

Social  functions. — Two  social  functions  have  been  arranged 
by  the  social  committee  of  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharma- 
cists' Association.  The  first  is  a  whi.st  drive  to  be  held  at  St. 
Peter's  Hall,  Rock  Ferry,  on  January  4,  at  2.15  p.m.,  tickets  2s. ; 
the  proceeds  of  this  will  be  devoted  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund.  The  annual  dinner  of  the  Association 
will  be  held  at  the  Bridge  Inn,  Port  Sunlight,  on  January  18, 
tickets  7s.  6d.  each;  in  view  of  war-time  conditions  the  dinner 
will  be  less  formal  than  in  previous  years. 

Recommendations  to  members. — The  committee  of  the 
Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  has  advised 
members  who  intend  opening  their  premises  on  December  31  and 
January  i  to  give  the  Sunday  hours  of  attendance  only,  namely 
12  noon  to  I  p.m.  The  Association  has  also  sent  out  the  following 
communication:  "In  view  of  rising  overhead  charges,  members 
of  the  Association,  as  from  January  i,  1940,  should  cease  to  stock 
a  well-known  cough  mixture  and  also  a  well-known  children's 
carminative,  as  it  is  uneconomical  to  sell  these  two  lines." 

Birkenhead  activities  to  continue. — Continuance  of  its 
activities  during  war-time  was  agreed  upon  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  recently, 
at  which  Mr.  R.  Pilkington  presided.  He  recalled  that  at 
the  outbreak  of  war  the  Association's  syllabus  of  meetings 
had  been  suspended,  and  briefly  reviewed  the  work  done  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  First-aid  classes,  he  said,  had  been 
organised,  and  although  the  lecturer  had  been  called  away, 
the  course  had  been  com- 
pleted. A  committee  had 
considered  the  proposal  for 
a  rota  in  respect  of  closing 
hours,  and  had  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  was 
unworkable.    He  suggested 
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that,  since  chemists  now  closed  their  shops  at  7  p.m.,  the  sub- 
ject should  be  shelved  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  It  was 
announced  that  Mr.  S.  V.  Gallard  had  won  the  tournament 
arranged  by  the  golf  section,  beating  Mr.  N.  D.  H.  Shipley, 
the  other  finalist.  Four  new  members  (Messrs.  H.  C.  Tristram 
and  E.  A.  Rider,  Heswall ;  and  Powell  and  W.  G.  Anderson, 
Birkenhead)  were  elected.  Mr.  F.  Haworth,  referring  to  the 
loss  to  local  hospitals  as  the  result  of  the  suspension  of  the 
Association's  social  activities,  suggested  the  organisation  of  a 
prize  draw  as  a  means  of  raising  money.  Other  suggestions  were 
put  forward,  including  whist  drives  and  a  theatre  or  cinema  visit. 
It  was  thought  that  transport  difficulties  might  be  overcome  by 
the  booking  of  a  special  coach  or  bus,  to  permit  the  annual  dinner 
to  be  held.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  leave  the  proposals  in 
the  hands  of  the  president  (Mr.  R.  Pilkington),  secretary  (Mr. 
F.  J.  Nichols)  and  social  secretary  (Mr.  J.  W.  Waterworth),  who 
were  asked  to  confer  with  Messrs.  Haworth  and  Frost  regarding 
the  draw.  Mr.  T.  Stephen  Jones  asked  members  not  to  forget 
their  own  Benevolent  Fund,  and  when  Mr.  Frank  Snow  suggested 
a  shop-to-shop  collection  for  the  fund,  the  president  intimated 
that  the  secretary  and  Mr.  Waterworth  had  already  arranged 
such  a  collection.  Mr.  Pilkington  inquired  whether  the  7  o'clock 
closing  was  working  smoothly,  and  several  members  stated  they 
could  close  at  6  o'clock  with  practically  no  loss  of  business. 
Mr.  T.  Stephen  Jones  pointed  out  that  doctors  had  been  notified 
that  only  prescriptions  marked  "urgent"  would  be  dealt  with 
after  that  time. 

Miscellaneous 

Pharmacy  club  dinner  at  Plymouth. — Forty  members  and 
friends  of  the  pharmacy  club,  Plymouth  Technical  College,  dined 
together  on  December  16.  Among  those  present  were  Dr.  Royle, 
Ph.D.  (head  of  the  chemistry  department) ;  Messrs.  Alan  H. 
Ware,  Ph.C.  (head  of  the  pharmacy  department)  and  H.  Barnes, 
B.Sc.  (lecturer  in  chemistry).  Mr.  W.  K.  Crang  acted  as  M.C. 
at  the  dinner,  which  was  followed  by  a  programme  of  musical 
and  other  items  arranged  by  Messrs.  J.  Pike  and  H.  J.  Walker. 

Treasurer  at  place  of  his  apprenticeship. — Mr.  H.  W. 
Wallis  (treasurer,  Pharmaceutical  Society)  addressed  members 
of  the  Wolverhampton  Branch  recently.  It  was  recalled  that  he 
finished  his  six  years'  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  to  the  late 
Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  of  Wolverhampton,  thirty-seven  years  ago,  and 
afterwards  left  the  town  to  carve  his  career.  Mr.  G.  Pirie  (chair- 
man of  the  branch)  presided.  Mr.  Wallis  thought  it  a  good 
thing  to  have  a  strict  training.  He  also  said  the  war  had  done  one 
good  turn  to  pharmacists — it  was  a  big  step  forward  that  they 
had  been  asked  to  set  up  their  own  national  register. 

Discussion  on  current  affairs. — An  address  on  "Current 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Affairs"  was  given  by  Mr, 
W.  J.  Tristram  (a  member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive)  at  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Wembley  Chemists'  Association 
recently.  Mr.  Tristram  said  he  felt  more  meetings  through- 
out the  country  could  be  held  involving  discussion  of  pharmacy's 
problems.  It  was  no  use  putting  these  matters  to  one  side,  and 
free  discussion  put  members  in  the  best  position  for  dealing  with 
them  to  advantage  when  the  time  came.  In  the  discussion  that 
followed,  Mr.  E.  Ratcliffe  submitted  that  many  of  pharmacy's 
ills  could  be  cured  by  stricter  adhesion  to  the  C.F.  scheme. 
The  following  resolution,  moved  by  Mr.  E.  Ratcliffe,  was  sent 
to  the  Union  :  "  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  a  much 
greater  effort  should  be  made  to  popularise  the  N.P.U.  clearing- 
house scheme  through  the  medium  of  the  pink  supplement." 
In  the  evening  a  well  attended  social  was  held,  at  which  Mr.  E. 
Ratchffe  was  M.C. 

Irish  Notes 

Irish  Drug  Association 

Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  (president),  was  in  the  chair  at  a  meeting  of 
the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  held  on  December 
II.  A  large  number  of  price  queries,  mainly  in  connexion  with 
drug  prices,  were  dealt  with.  It  was  emphasised  that  the  retail 
drug  prices  circulated  by  the  Association  were  based  upon  fair 
average  costs,  were  reliable  and  up  to  date.  Accordingly  members 
were  instructed  to  query  wholesale  charges  that  were  out  of 
proportion  to  these  retail  prices.  If  satisfaction  was  not  immed- 
iately received,  the  secretary  of  the  I.D.A.  should  be  informed 
of  all  the  facts.  The  retail  prices  of  sugar  of  milk,  it  was  reported, 
have  been  adjusted  following  an  agreement  reached  hy  the 
Prices  Commission  and  the  Association.  Mr.  A.  R.  Lester,  Cork, 
reporting  upon  the  current  activities  of  the  Cork  local  associa- 


tion, stated  that  meetings  were  now  held  at  night  and  a  larger 
attendance  was  noted.  Better  trading  hours  were  now  observed. 
Many  Cork  members,  he  observed,  were  of  opinion  that  too  many 
price  alterations  were  occurring.  It  was  pointed  out  in  reply  that 
this  was  inevitable  in  present  circumstances.  The  chairman 
stated  that  these  price  change  notifications  should  be  more 
appreciated  now  than  in  normal  times.  A  discussion  took  place 
on  clubs,  and  discounts  given  to  central  bodies,  and  it  was 
decided  to  defer  these  matters  until  the  New  Year. 

Miscellaneous 

Business  change. — The  Standard  Drug  &  Chemical  Co., 
Windmill  Lane,  Dublin,  is  transferring  its  business  on  January  i, 
1940,  to  new  premises  erected  at  Ballina. 

Registrar  appointed. — Sir  Dawson  Bates  (Minister  of  Home 
Affairs,  Northern  Ireland)  has  appointed  Mr.  Wm.  Alexander 
McClintock  to  be  Registrar  for  the  purpose  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1925,  in  succession  to  Mr. 
A.  H.  M.  Irwin. 

Scottish  Notes 

War-time  conditions  discussed. — A  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  South- Western  Scotland  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  on  December  13,  Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay,  Ph.C. 
(chairman  of  the  branch),  presiding.  Owing  to  the  war,  he  said, 
the  committee  had  arranged  to  suspend  the  syllabus  previously 
arranged,  but  had  decided  to  invite  speakers  to  deal  with  matters 
affecting  chemists  in  war-time.  The  speakers  were  Dr.  J.  G. 
Tait  (the  Society's  resident  secretary  in  Scotland),  Mr.  John 
Weir  (president,  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation),  and  Mr. 
W.  S.  Phillips  (secretary,  Glasgow  Burgh  Insurance  Committee). 
Dr.  Tait  described  the  formation  of  a  Central  Pharmaceutical 
Emergency  Committee  which,  later,  became  the  Central  Phar- 
maceutical War  Committee.  A  register  showing  the  man  power 
of  pharmacy  had  been  prepared,  and  they  would  have  five  local 
pharmaceutical  war  committees  in  Scotland,  with  representatives 
from  local  branches  of  the  Society,  Burgh  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  County  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  Scottish 
Association  of  Insurance  Committees  and  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee.  They  had  already  supplied  dispensers  asked  for, 
though  there  were  now  no  vacancies  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps.  In  conjunction  with  the  British  Medical  Association  they 
had  arranged  terms  for  dispensing  for  evacuees.  Pharmacists 
might  voluntarily  supervise  drugs  and  dressings  at  first  aid  posts, 
giving  a  few  hours  each  week  to  this  work.  The  tariff  for  N.H.I, 
dispensing  would,  he  said,  be  revised  from  time  to  time,  and 
pharmacists  would  be  notified  of  changes.  The  examinations 
would  resume  in  January.  The  Senior  Leaving  Certificate  exam- 
inations of  the  Scottish  Education  Department  had  been  sus- 
pended, but  a  special  examination  would  be  set  to  provide  for 
entrance  to  the  University.  They  hoped  to  have  something 
similar  in  operation  for  pharmacy.  Mr.  Weir  dealt  with  phar- 
macists' supplies  of  sugar  and  olive  oil.  The  Federation  had  been 
advised,  he  went  on,  not  to  seek  representation  on  any  of  the 
four  local  price-control  committees  in  Scotland.  They  were 
affiliated  to  the  Scottish  Distributive  Traders'  Co-ordinated 
Committee,  which  had  nominated  a  representative  on  each  of 
these  committees.  Mr.  W.  S.  Phillips  spoke  on  closing  hours  and 
the  dispensing  of  urgent  prescriptions  after  hours.  Mr.  Robert 
McAdam  (branch  secretary)  then  dealt  with  lighting  regulations. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  McCrone  suggested  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  hold  its  own  examinations ;  he 
also  pointed  out  that  some  pharmacists  had  joined  the  army  but 
had  had  to  wait  some  time  before  they  received  the  rank  of 
sergeant.  Dr.  Tait  replied  that  he  or  Mr.  Linstead  would  be  glad 
to  hear  of  such  cases.  Mr.  Phillips  intimated  that  no  extra  fee 
was  paid  to  those  who  dispensed  urgent  prescriptions  after  hours. 
Mr.  Colin  Campbell  declared  that  the  Government  should  have 
consulted  the  Society,  and  not  the  B.M.A.,  with  regard  to  dis- 
pensing for  evacuees.  Dr.  Tait  explained  that  the  B.M.A.  had 
been  asked  to  arrange  this  matter  in  England,  but  in  Scotland 
had  sought  the  co-operation  of  pharmacists.  Mr.  Thomas 
Ciuthrie  suggested  it  had  been  to  the  advantage  of  Scottish 
pharmacists  to  have  a  medical  man  as  their  resident  secretary. 
He  felt  that  the  National  Pharmaceutical  LInion  might  have  done 
something  better  in  this  connexion  in  England.  Mr.  Weir, 
answering  a  question,  said  that  manufacturers  who  joined  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme  stood  to  forfeit  ^50  if  they  left  it.  The 
N.P.U.  held  that  any  such  manufacturer  would  be  liable  to  an 
action  for  damages.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  speakers  and  chairman, 
proposed  by  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert,  terminated  the  pr  oceedings. 
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Imperial  and  Foreign 

Cuba 

Price  control  for  medicines. — A  decree  fixing  official 
prices  for  drugs  and  medicines  on  sale  in  Cuban  national  territory- 
was  passed  recently,  to  become  operative  as  from  October  i. 
The  Secretary  of  Commerce  also  issued  a  warning  to  the  public 
that,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  previous  decrees,  price 
changes  in  medicines  after  October  24  would  be  forbidden,  and 
all  violations  would  be  subject  to  fines  unless  specific  authorisa- 
tion had  been  granted  by  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

Import  control. — Cuban  Presidential  Decree  No.  2,331, 
which  became  operative  on  October  11,  prohibits  the  import  and 
sale  of  pharmaceutical,  biological,  and  glandular  specialities,  of 
which  the  price  to  the  Cuban  importer  is  higher  than  the  net 
price  to  the  wholesaler  or  distributor  in  the  country  of  origin. 
The  producer,  manufacturer,  seller,  owner,  or  commission  agent 
must  show  on  the  invoice  the  current  net  selling  price  of  such 
preparations  in  the  country  of  origin  and  the  actual  net  selling 
price  to  the  Cuban  importer.  An  extra  copy  of  the  invoice  is 
required  to  be  presented  for  consular  certification. 

Japan 

Surgical  instrument  industry. — Production  of  surgical 
instruments  and  appliances  in  Japan  has  increased  considerably 
in  recent  years.  Probably  hostilities  in  China  have  been  a  con- 
tributing factor.  In  1937,  the  latest  year  for  which  figures  are 
available,  141  firms,  employing  2,130  workers,  and  with  a 
production  valued  at  6,503,048  yen,  were  engaged  in  manufac- 
ture, compared  with  96  firms,  996  workers,  and  2,372,513  yen 
in  1932.  Exports  under  this  classification  reached  a  value  of 
3,330,292  yen  in  1938,  compared  with  406,000  yen  in  1932.  The 
bulk  of  the  export  trade  is  with  Asiatic  markets,  but  exports 
to  Latin  America  have  notably  increased. 

United  States 

U.S. P.  Trustees  to  give  comprehensive  report. — The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  at  a 
recent  meeting,  decided  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  statement 
covering  all  the  work  incident  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  from  1930  to 
1939.  The  report  will  point  out  the  relationship  of  pharmacists 
to  physicians,  to  the  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  industry,  and 
to  Federal  and  State  law-enforcement  agencies.  It  will  cover  the 
work  of  the  U.S. P.  Vitamin  Advisory  Board,  the  Endocrine  and 
Hormone  Advisory  Board,  the  Anti- Anaemia  Preparations 
Advisory  Board,  and  the  U.S. P.  Sterile  Products  Advisory  Board. 
International  aspects  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  its  Supplements, 
and  a  financial  statement  detailing  the  costs  of  the  various 
revision  activities,  will  be  dealt  with.

Topical  Reflections

Mechanisation 

Your  editorial  remarks  on  the  mechanisation  of  pharmacy 
are  timely  and  to  the  point.  The  changes  you  point  out  have 
come  about  so  silently  that  pharmacists  who  have  entered  the 
profession  in  the  last  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  may  well  be 
pardoned  if  they  do  not  realise  that  the  position  of  their  calling 
is  entirely  different  to  that  in  which  their  fathers  found  them- 
selves. Methods  of  production  as  well  as  means  of  distribution 
have  completely  changed,  as  have,  to  a  large  degree,  the  kind 
of  products  in  which  pharmacists  deal.  I  am  old  enough  by 
now  to  recall  the  rise  of  the  company  pharmacy  as  we  know  it 
to-day.  Whether  we  like  the  changes  or  not  is  beside  the  point 
— our  obligation  is  to  equip  ourselves  so  as  best  to  meet  those 
changes.  The  higher  standard  of  education  imposed  upon  all 
entrants  to  pharmacy  will  do,  and  is  doing,  a  great  deal,  but 
I  believe  that  the  greatest  value  of  such  training  is  not  in  the 
wider  technical  training  it  affords,  but  lies  in  the  sense  of  soli- 
darity which  is  to  be  seen  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacists  today. 


Cash  and  Credit  Control 

The  article  which  you  publish  under  this  title  <is  a  good 
example  of  the  kind  of  service  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
is  always  giving  its  readers.  I  do  not  yield  to  any  man  in  my 
zeal  for  pharmacy  as  a  profession,  but  it  is  foolish  to  overlook  the 
"bread  and  butter"  aspect  of  our  calling.  We  are  all  in  business 
to  make  a  living — and  even  the  most  professional  amongst  us 
would  concede  that.  Pharmacists  have  sometimes  been  charged 
with  falling  between  two  stools — that  in  trying  to  be  professional 
they  overlook  the  business  side  of  their  work.  That  may  to  some 
extent  and  in  some  instances  be  true,  but  it  is  certainly  only 
a  half  truth,  and  half  truths  may  be  more  dangerous  than 
complete  untruths.  Sound  business  ability  lies  in  capacity  for 
taking  care  of  details — as  genius  is  the  capacity  for  taking 
infinite  pains.  Your  contributor  has  done  useful  service  in 
reminding  us  that  if  we  take  care  of  the  pence  the  pounds  will 
take  care  of  themselves,  and  in  showing  us  how  best  to  care  for 
the  pence. 
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A  Trade  Ma 

Mr.  Justice  Simonds,  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  December  21,  delivered  his  reserved 
judgment  in  the  action  brought  by  Bismag,  Ltd.,  Braydon 
Road,  London,  manufacturers  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  against  Amblins  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  Harrow  Road, 
London,  W.io,  dealers  in  medicinal  preparations. 

Mr.  Justice  Simonds  said  the  action  raised  a  question  of  general 
importance  under  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  1938.  Defendants  sold 
preparations  not  only  of  their  own  manufacture  but  also  of  other 
manufacturers',  including  the  plaintiffs'.  The  infringement 
complained  of  was  in  a  pamphlet  issued  by  defendants.  This 
had  been  prepared  with  some  care  in  such  a  manner  as  would, 
if  its  author's  hopes  were  fulfilled,  escape  the  consequences  of  the 
Trade  Marks  Act.  It  opened  with  an  attack  on  patent  medicines 
which  read:  "Some  plain  truths  about  patent  medicines.  Read 
the  enclosed  and  you  will  save  yourself  money.  For  too  many 
years  have  sufferers  been  exploited  by  manufacturers  of  branded 
medicines  and  charged  shillings  for  medicines  which  cost  pence 
to  make."  Then  followed  in  large  type;  "  Amblin's  Guaranteed 
prescriptions  are  now  to  be  obtained  in  6d.,  is.,  and  2S.  sizes." 

It  pointed  out  that  many  greatly  advertised  medicines  were 
made  according  to  well-known  formulas,  that  millions  of  pounds 
were  spent  in  advertising  them,  that  every  penny  spent  in 
advertising  was  paid  for  by  a  credulous  public  in  the  form  of 
exorbitant  prices  and  that  precisely  the  same  article  could  be 
supplied  by  defendants.  The  final  exhortation  was  :  "  If  you  want 
the  original  advertised  remedies  we  can  supply  them  to  your  order 
at  the  full  price.  If  you  want  Amblin's  remedies,  order  by 
number  or  by  Amblin's  own  name." 

Taking  Advantage  of  Publicity 

This  was  followed  by  two  columns  which  set  out  advertised 
patent  medicines  sold  by  defendants  and  Amblin's  Medicine 
(Brand)  Prescriptions.  The  ingredients  and  price  of  the  adver- 
tised medicines  were  stated  and  opposite,  under  a  prescription 
number,  was  defendant's  corresponding  preparation  usually  with 
a  description  or  fancy  name  or  sometimes  only  with  a  number, 
and  an  identical  analysis  of  the  statement  of  ingredients  and 
price.  The  price  was  in  every  case  lower  than  that  of  its  opposite 
number.  In  this  particular  case  of  the  plaintiffs'  preparation 
the  left  column  read  "  Bisurated  Magnesia  Tablets.  Analysis  is 
.  .  .  .  Price  IS.  3d.  for  about  50  tablets."  The  right  column 
read  "  Prescription  No.  7  Bismuthated  Magnesia  Tablets.  Analysis 
.  .  .  .  Price,  30  tablets,  6d. ;  75  tablets,  is."  Plaintiffs'  pre- 
paration in  powder  instead  of  tablets  was  similarly  treated. 
This  was  the  alleged  infringement  of  plaintiffs'  mark  Bisurated. 

It  was  to  be  noted  that  defendants  did  not  seem  to  describe 
their  goods  by  the  plaintiffs'  mark.  On  the  contrary  they 
emphasised  the  distinction  between  their  own  and  the  plaintiffs' 
goods,  saying  in  effect  to  the  public  :  "  You  can  have  the  plaintiffs' 
goods  or  ours;  ours  are  just  the  same  as  theirs  and  are  much 
cheaper."  Plaintiffs  said  that  defendants  were  deliberately 
taking  advantage  of  the  publicity  which  persistent  advertising 
of  Bisurated  Magnesia  had  gained  in  order  to  sell  their  own 
goods.  His  Lordship  did  not  doubt  that  the  defendants  got  the 
benefit  of  the  plaintiffs'  advertisement.  It  was  not  his  province 
to  say  whether  there  was  any  impropriety  in  such  a  course. 
He  had  to  determine  only  whether  plaintiffs'  statutory  rights  had 
been  invaded.  The  question  was  whether  the  statutory  right  of 
the  proprietors  of  a  trade  mark  had  been  enlarged  by  the  Trade 
Marks  Act,  1938,  so  as  to  make  that  an  infringement  which  under 
the  old  law  would  not  have  been  an  infringement. 

In  his  view  a  trade  mark  under  the  new  law  was  what  it  was 
under  the  old  law  so  far  at  least  as  the  questions  raised  in  that 
case  were  concerned.  It  did  not  follow  that  the  statutory  right 
of  the  owner  of  the  trade  mark  might  not  be  different.  Taking  the 
facts  of  the  present  case  he  could  come  to  no  other  conclusion 
than  that  the  user  of  the  word  Bisurated  by  defendants  would 
not  be  an  infringement  of  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  unless  it 
indicated  goods  as  originating  or  connected  in  the  course  of 
trade  with  the  plaintiffs  when,  in  fact,  they  did  not  so  originate 
and  were  not  so  connected. 

Had  defendants  used  the  mark  Bisurated  in  relation  to  goods 
in  respect  of  which  it  was  registered?  Clearly  they  had.  They 
advertised  the  sale  of  plaintiffs'  Bisurated  Magnesia.  It  was  true 
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that  in  the  same  advertisement  they  offered  to  sell  their  own  goods 
Bismuthated  Magnesia  and  their  offer  was  in  immediate 
juxtaposition  to  the  advertisement  on  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  But 
it  did  not  seem  to  him  a  fair  use  of  language  to  say  that  the 
mark  Bisurated  was  used  in  relation  to  the  defendants'  goods 
any  more  than  the  word  Bismuthated  was  used  in  relation  to 
the  plaintiffs'  goods.  If  the  true  conclusion  was  that  Bisurated 
had  been  used  by  the  defendants  only  in  relation  to  the  plain- 
tiffs' own  goods  then  they  were  protected  by  subsection  (3)  of 
the  Act.  Plaintiffs  had  not  satisfied  the  first  condition  of  infringe- 
ment. The  words  "in  relation  to  any  goods  ' '  had  a  wider  meaning 
and  the  word  Bisurated  in  defendants'  pamphlet  was  used  in 
relation  to  the  defendants'  goods  as  well  as  to  the  plaintiffs'  goods. 
The  question  was,  did  the  use  by  the  defendants  of  the  word 
Bisurated  constitute  a  use  by  them  of  the  mark  in  relation  to 
goods  in  respect  of  which  it  was  registered  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  likely  to  be  taken  as  referring  to  the  plaintiffs  or  their  goods  ? 
There  was  nothing  in  the  subsection  {3)  which  compelled  him 
to  say  that  the  user  of  the  mark  Bisurated  by  defendants  was 
in  relation  to  anything  but  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  It  was  true 
that  the  mark  was  used,  and  that  it  was  used  in  relation  to  goods 
in  respect  of  which  it  was  registered.  But  all  these  conditions 
could  be  fulfilled  and  yet,  if  the  user  was  in  relation  to  plaintiffs' 
own  goods  as  here  it  clearly  was,  there  was  no  infringement  for 
the  user  was  protected  by  subsection  (3).  Plaintiffs'  case  upon 
infringement  failed  and  must  be  dismissed  with  costs. 

If  the  plaintiffs'  contention  were  right,  a  chemist  would  be 
liable  to  an  action  for  infringement  if  in  one  part  of  his  shop 
window  he  exhibited  the  plaintiffs'  Bisurated  Magnesia  and  in 
another  the  defendants' Bismuthated  Magnesia  with  a  statement 
upon  each  of  their  contents  and  their  price.  Nor  would  any  stores 
venture  to  catalogue  under  the  same  heading  rival  preparations 
for  the  cure  of  some  common  ill  lest  the  owner  of  either  prepara- 
tion should  say  that  the  name  of  his  preparation  was  protected  by 
trade  mark  which  was  being  infringed  by  the  mention  of  the  other 
preparation  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood.  He  must  decline, 
unless  forced  by  clear  words  to  do  so,  to  adopt  a  construction 
which  would  leave  the  trading  community  at  the  risk  of  the  asser- 
tion of  an  indeterminate  and  hitherto  unknown  right. 

Passing  Off 

As  to  the  alleged  passing  off,  it  was  admitted  by  defendants 
that  they  had  sold  under  the  description  Bizmag  a  medicinal 
preparation  which  was  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  It  was 
established  to  his  satisfaction  that  such  user  was  calculated  to 
lead  the  public  into  the  belief  that  the  defendants'  goods  thus 
sold  were  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  There  was  therefore  a  clear  case  for 
relief.  He  accepted  defendants'  evidence  that  they  used  the  word 
Bizmag  in  ignorance  of  the  plaintiff  company  and  of  the  possi- 
bility of  deception.  In  fact  they  themselves  called  the  attention 
of  the  plaintiffs  to  the  user  of  which  complaint  was  made,  being 
under  the  impression  that  the  writ  in  the  action  related  to  that 
user,  and  they  at  once  offered  to  make  the  necessary  amends. 
They  did  not,  however,  by  their  defence  adhere  to  that  line  and  he 
must  deal  with  the  case  strictly.  He  would  accept  the  defendants' 
undertaking  not  to  pass-off  their  goods  as  and  for  the  plaintiffs'. 
There  would  be  the  usual  order  for  delivery  up  of  labels  which 
contained  the  offending  word  Bizmag.  Upon  the  footing  that 
plaintiffs  had  succeeded  in  this  part  of  their  case  he  would  order 
them  to  pay  three-quarters  only  of  the  defendants'  costs  of  the 
action.

If  you  will  refer  to  the 
second  column  of  the  report  of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Gillenson, 
there  is  a  statement  that  "magnesia"  was  known  as  "Mag." 
and  "Bisurated"  was  also  referred  to  as  a  contraction.  The 
evidence  given  by  Mr.  Gillenson  was  that  "bismuth"  was  also 
referred  to  by  contraction — "  Bisurated  "  is  our  clients'  registered 
trade  mark  and  is  not  a  product.  Again,  further  in  cross- 
examination,  it  is  stated  that  Mr.  Gillenson  said  that  he  did  not 
think  it  would  make  much  difference  to  their  sales  whatever  they 
called  their  Bisurated  Magnesia.  What  they  were  selling  was 
bismuthated  magnesia. 
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Pharmaceutical  Trends

AT  the  present  time  the  first  systematic  inquiry  into  the 
conditions  affecting  the  well-being  of  pharmacy  is  being 
k.made,  a  preliminary  report  has  been  issued,  and  the  census 
forms  which  have  been  returned  give  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  a  clear  insight  into  the  economic  outlook. 
With  this  knowledge  obtained,  it  should  be  possible  to  legislate 
for  the  future  with  a  considerable  degree  of  accuracy  as  to  the 
real  needs  of  pharmacy.  In  this  article  it  is  proposed  to  deal 
with  the  three  main  divisions  of  the  craft,  and  the  salient  factors 
which  have  influenced  and  are  influencing  them,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain what  measures  can  be  taken  to  alleviate  certain  prevailing 
conditions  which  are  likely  to  prove  detrimental  to  the  future 
prospects  of  the  pharmacist.  In  order  to  do  this  satisfactorily, 
it  is  necessary  to  examine  the  conditions  prevailing  during  the 
past  century — that  is,  since  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
founded  in  1841.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Society 
originated  as  a  result  of  a  successful  effort  to  protect  the  chemists 
and  druggists  of  those  days  from  a  piece  of  legislative  aggression. 
Primarily,  therefore,  the  keynote  of  protection  would  be  expected 
logically  to  have  persisted  as  the  main  theme  of  pharma- 
ceutical organisation,  along  with  other  objectives  such  as  educa- 
tion and  benevolence.  Unfortunately  the  nineteenth  century 
was  essentially  a  time  when  legislative  monopolies  were  frowned 
upon,  and,  moreover,  the  cult  of  the  individual,  so  far  as  wealth- 
seeking  was  concerned,  was  the  practical  aim  of  everyone. 

Nineteenth-century  Chemists 

The  life  of  a  nineteenth-century  pharmacist  was,  in  fact,  not 
nearly  the  pleasant  existence  that  is  pictured  by  many  present- 
day  pharmaceutical  historians.  While  it  is  true  that  relative 
fortunes  were  made  even  in  pharmacy,  the  cost,  measured  in 
present-day  terms,  was  excessive.  There  is  abroad  a  popular 
belief  that  every  pharmacist  had  his  full  quota  of  dispensing, 
and  that  it  is  only  during  the  last  twenty  years  or  so  that  the 
real  business  of  the  pharmacist  has  been  lost.  There  is  no 
more  erroneous  belief,  for  it  was  only  after  the  introduction  of 
the  first  National  Health  Insurance  Act  that  many  chemists 
ever  saw  a  new  prescription.  Admittedly  the  high-class  phar- 
macies did  a  more  purely  pharmaceutical  business  than  is  done 
today ;  yet  such,  except  in  large  cities  and  towns,  were  few 
and  far  between.  The  bulk  of  the  average  business  of  the 
nineteenth-century  chemist  was  made  up  of  much  miscellaneous 
merchandise — in  fact,  many  were  more  of  the  nature  of  iron- 
mongers, seedsmen,  and  wine  and  spirit  merchants  than  phar- 
macists. The  absence  of  the  dressed  window  as  it  is  known 
today  is  often  erroneously  looked  upon  as  pointing  to  the 
inference  that  the  pharmacist  then  was  a  more  professional  man. 
Time  has  given  to  nineteenth-century  pharmacy  a  glamour  which 
it  never  deserved.  The  number  of  pharmacists  in  business  sixty 
years  ago  was  small,  .so  was  the  population  of  this  country. 

Much  is  made  today  of  the  fact  that  the  chemist  of  those 
days  prepared  his  own  galenicals  and  that  the  manufacturing 
firms  of  today  were  more  truly  wholesale  druggists  then.  While 
a;lmitting  the  fact  of  the  production  of  tinctures,  pills,  and  oint- 
ments by  the  chemist  in  retail  business,  it  must  be  conceded 
by  the  stoutest  champions  of  the  "glory  of  the  past"  that  the 
chemist,  like  the  doctor,  was  very  inadequately  equipped  with 
technical  knowledge.  Pharmacy  in  the  nineteenth  century  was 
essentially  an  individual  calling — company  pharmacy  as  it  is 
known  today  was  in  its  very  infancy :  and  although  many 
pharmacists  of  those  days  were  men  with  the  best  interests  of 
pharmacy  at  heart,  there  were  many  more  who  were  mere 
traders  in  drugs.  Unfortunately,  also,  the  Society  until  1933 
was  a  purely  voluntary  body,  yet  endowed  with  manv  respon- 
sible functions  to  the  State — a  truly  unique  position. 

Improved  Conditions 

Today  there  is  a  much  more  human  spirit  in  pharmacy — 
there  is  a  general  wish  to  make  the  practice  of  the  craft  a  worth- 
while career  from  ever}^  angle — hours,  conditions  of  work  and 
salaries ;  yet  it  is  not  so  long  ago  that  the  hours  that  a  phar- 
macist worked  were  truly  intolerable  to  present-day  conceptions. 
The  general  hygienic  conditions  of  work  often  left  much  to  be 
desired.  Salaries  of  two  guineas  a  week  for  qualified  assistants 
and  twenty-five  shillings  for  unqualified  assistants  obtained. 


Although  the  multiple  stores  were  only  in  the  beginning  stage, 
competition  from  other  sources  and  internally  was  rampant. 
The  few  proprietary  articles  then  in  existence  yielded  practically 
no  profit  to  the  retailer — a  thought  to  be  borne  in  mind  when- 
ever the  P.A.T.A.  or  C.F.  schemes  are  spoken  of  disparagingly. 

Wholesale  and  hospital  pharmacy  conditions  were  but  little 
better  in  the  past  century,  save  possibly  as  regards  hours  of 
work — in  the  1890's  the  salary  of  a  hospital  chief-pharmacist 
was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  /80  per  annum.  Mention  has  been 
made  of  "cut  prices"  of  patent  medicines;  similarly,  low  prices 
prevailed  for  dispensing,  6d.  or  8d.  being  the  usual  prices  for 
6-oz.  mixtures.  Pharmacists  contrived  to  live  and  save  money, 
but  only  by  the  fact  that  similar  economic  conditions  prevailed 
throughout  the  country.  No  wonder  a  narrow  outlook  on  life 
was  induced. 

Pharmaceutical  Education 

Generally  speaking,  pharmacy  has  never  been  favoured  by 
legislation — the  several  Acts  of  the  nineteenth  and  early 
twentieth  centuries  cannot  be  described  as  having  conferred 
protection  to  the  calling — and  it  is  only  the  1933  Act  which  has 
given  a  measure  of  consolidation.  This  last  Act  must  be  looked 
upon  as  a  foundation  for  future  legislation,  and  it  is  essential 
that  an  endeavour  be  soon  made  to  secure  further  Government 
protection.  Limitation  of  the  number  of  pharmacies  is  a 
panacea  which  is  fondly  spoken  of  by  pharmacists  in  business, 
yet  the  legal  enforcement  of  such  is  extremely  unlikely.  Educa- 
tion is  the  strongest  weapon  which  pharmacy  possesses  today, 
and  rightly  used  it  can  accomplish  much.  Unfortunately  the 
sixty  years  from  i860  until  1920  must  be  classed  as  a  period  of 
virtual  stagnation  as  far  as  pharmaceutical  education  is  con- 
cerned. True,  there  were  periodical  adjustments  of  the  requiie- 
ments  for  examinations,  yet  no  courses  of  study  were  enforced 
and  much  of  the  knowledge  acquired  was  "crammed  learning.  ' 
With  the  ending  of  the  Great  War  there  flowed  into  pharmacy 
an  enormous  number  of  people.  Government  grants  for  educa- 
tional training  were  made  available,  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  then  insisted  upon  a  course  of  training  at 
an  approved  school  of  pharmacy,  and  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion was  divided  into  two  parts.  With  the  passage  of  time  since 
1920,  the  curriculum  has  been  adjusted,  new  subjects  included, 
and  the  examinations  altered  in  character,  so  that  to-day  the 
passing  of  the  Qualifying  examination  is  no  mean  test  of 
academic  and  practical  ability.  The  1933  Act  made  member- 
ship of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  compulsory,  and  today 
there  are  approximately  24,000  registered  pharmacists.  Is  there 
work  for  this  number  ?  Apparently  there  is,  for  the  unemploy- 
ment figure  is  relatively  low ;  5'et  the  financial  reward  is  not 
commensurate  with  the  time  and  money  spent  in  obtaining  the 
requisite  qualification.  Today  the  following  salaries  may  be 
taken  as  a  fair  average  of  those  obtainable : — 

Retail —

Since  the  war  the  growth  of  the  business  in  so-called  ethical 
medicines  has  been  most  striking,  and  today  nearly  every 
manufacturing  house  issues  a  series  of  branded  articles  which 
are  offered  to  the  medical  profession  both  by  advertisement  and 
personal  canvass.  With  the  rise  in  the  sale  of  such  products 
has  diminished  the  more  orthodox  prescribing,  and  today  much 
dispensing  consists  of  merely  relabelling  proprietary  medicines. 
Such  a  condition  of  affairs  must  be  looked  upon  as  a  phase 
which  will  pass  ;  for  already  there  is  evidence  of  a  swing-back 
of  the  medical  pendulum  in  favour  of  more  original  prescribing. 
Most  of  the  present-day  ethical  remedies  are  produced  by  the 
wholesale  manufacturing  houses  which  have  developed  during 
the  past  half-century,  largely  as  the  result  of  the  following 
factors:  (i)  The  introduction  of  chemical  and  physiological 
standardisation  of  drugs  and  galenicals ;    (2)   the  decay  in 
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pharmaceutical  craftsmanship  among  many  chemists  in  retail 
business.  (3)  The  N.H.I,  Act  with  its  attending  impetus  to  the 
use  of  more  drugs  and  chemicals.  When  the  post-war  slump 
came,  other  sources  of  revenue  were  sought,  and  undoubtedly 
the  prosperity  of  American  firms  of  manufacturing  chemists 
who  produced  nothing  other  than  ethical  medical  proprietaries 
induced  British  firms  to  enter  this  field.  Today  this  is  a 
market  wherein  flourish  the  fiercest  competition  and — for  some 
— large  profits.  Hospital  pharmacy  has  a  higher  status  than 
ever  before. 

Undoubtedly  the  1933  Act  has  welded  pharmacy,  but  the 
strongest  link  is  the  branch  organisation.  The  system  of  insti- 
tuting local  branches  of  the  Pharmacy  Society  throughout  the 
country  has  served  two  valuable  purposes  :  (i)  The  co-ordinating 
of  pharmaceutical  effort.  {2)  The  removal  of  that  individual 
suspiciousness  which  was  paramount  among  pharmacists  thirty 
years  ago.  Nevertheless  the  branch  system  requires  constant 
attention,  and  those  who  see  the  functioning  of  many  branches 
feel  that  the  appointment  of  area  organising  secretaries  would 
be  worth  while.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  up  and  down  the 
country  branches  which  are  apathetic — often  because  there  is 
lacking  local  initiative  to  carry  out  the  requisite  organisation. 
With  the  institution  of  area  organising  secretaries,  attention  could 
be  paid  to  all  such  backward  associations  and  interest  aroused 
in  most  of  the  pharmacists. 

Although  the  1933  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  may  be  looked 
upon  as  the  most  important  piece  of  legislation  which  has  affected 
pharmacy  since  the  war,  the  result  of  the  Jenkin  test  case  must 
not  be  overlooked.  This  marked  the  cleavage  of  function  and 
resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union, 
now  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  The  importance  of 
that  test  case  is  more  apparent  now  than  formerly,  because 
nowadays  company  pharmacy  is  ever  increasing,  and  corre- 
spondingly more  and  more  pharmacists  are  employees  rather 


than  employers.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  debarred  from 
acting  as  a  trade  union,  yet  it  is  essential  that  qualified  phar- 
macists must  have  the  protection  of  some  organisation.  Thus, 
as  a  result  of  the  trend  of  pharmacy  away  from  individually- 
owned  pharmacies,  there  is  arising  the  need  for  another  pro- 
tective iDody. 

Pharmacy,  whether  retail,  wholesale,  or  hospital,  must  be 
staffed  by  pharmacists,  yet  at  the  present  time  there  is  a  wide 
divergence  of  the  work  called  for  in  each  branch.  Actually  it 
would  be  wrong  to  infer  that  any  particular  branch  of  pharmacy 
requires  more  skill  or  knowledge  than  another ;  in  general  terms, 
it  is  merely  a  question  of  varying  the  subjects  of  examination. 
The  trend  of  pharmacy  today  is  different  from  that  envisaged 
by  the  people  who  drafted  the  Pharmacy  Acts  of  1852  and  1868. 
Moreover,  the  financial  outlay  in  obtaining  a  pharmaceutical 
qualification  is  not  really  recompensed  by  the  salaries  obtaining 
today  for  the  young  pharmacist — therefore  the  maximum 
qualifications  for  future  work  should  be  obtainable  within  the 
orbit  of  the  Qualifying  examination.  Post-graduate  courses 
leading  to  a  diploma  as  met  with  in  medicine  are  not  applicable 
to  pharmacy  except  in  isolated  cases.  The  trend  of  modern 
pharmacy  calls  for  a  unified  Qualifying  examination  with  a 
syllabus  so  based  that  the  whole  of  pharmaceutical  activities 
can  be  controlled  by  pharmacists.  In  general  terms  the  present- 
day  pharmaceutical  position  can  be  summed  up  thus : — 

(1)  Numbers  of  pharmacies  are  redundant. 

(2)  The  miscellaneous  stock  carried  is  uneconomical. 

(3)  Too  many  doctors  still  do  dispensing. 

(4)  Legislative  control  of  proprietaries  is  necessary. 

Thus  the  present  ill  health  of  pharmacy  can  be  ascribed  to  a 
number  of  minor  afflictions ;  an  awakening  of  conscience  and 
corporate  spirit  among  pharmacists  can  with  a  modicum  of 
assistance  bring  about  a  restoration  of  health.

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Pharmacy  in  1939 

Owing  to  the  ever-darkening  shadow  of  war,  pharmacy,  as 
all  other  concerns  of  European  life,  has  shown  marked 
evidences  of  uncertainty  and  hesitancy  during  the  year 
1939.  Business,  on  the  whole,  has  been  buoyed  up  by 
artificially  stimulated  buying  both  on  the  wholesale  and 
retail  sides.  The  retailer  has  been  compelled  to  set  aside 
much  of  his  normal  business  to  meet  the  ever-growing 
demands  for  supplies  which  might  be  required  to  be  avail- 
able in  the  event  of  war.  Such  a  condition  of  affairs  is  not 
salutary  in  that  it  is  not  paving  the  way  for  the  growth 
of  a  healthy  normal  demand,  and  pharmacists,  in  common 
with  most  of  their  fellow  citizens,  experienced  some  feeling 
of  relief  when,  early  in  September,  war  was  declared  on 
Germany.  That  event,  deplorable  as  it  is  and  as  war  must 
always  be,  was,  in  that  sense,  welcomed  as  ending  an 
intolerable  period  of  strain  and  uncertainty.  It  is  inevitable 
that  those  pharmacists  whose  businesses  are  set  in  evacua- 
tion areas  should  have  faced  a  grave  diminution  of  their 
business,  whilst  those  who  trade  in  reception  areas  have 
not  felt  any  corresponding  increase  in  their  returns,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  evacuation,  in  the  main,  is  a  serious 
disturbance  of  domestic  life  with  a  concomitant  lessening 
of  spending  capacity.  It  is  the  fact  that  in  a  war  which  is 
primarily  an  economic  struggle,  the  economic  system  at 
home  should  undergo  severe  shocks.  Commerce  and 
industry  cannot  be  organised  on  a  war  footing,  as  has  been 
the  case  for  nearly  three  years,  and  escape  the  disturbance 
of  its  normal  economic  currents.  We  have  therefore  to 
look  back  upon  a  year  in  which,  for  eight  months,  the  trade 
of  the  country  was  carried  on  in  an  atmosphere  in  which 
a  feeling  of  suspense  and  uncertainty  was  rife,  because  the 
nation  was  living  in  conditions  not  far  removed  from  a 
state  of  war,  and  for  the  remaining  four  months  actually 
in  a  state  of  war.  It  is  against  this  dreary  background  that 
the  record  of  1939  must  be  written.  The  steady  resolution 
to  pursue  the  conflict  to  the  end,  the  readiness  to  meet 
dangers  known  and  unknown,  and  the  eagerness  to  under- 
take any  voluntary  service  for  the  sake  of  our  country  and 
our  cause,  which  have  so  markedly  characterised  every 
section  of  the  community,  have  been  shown  to  a  high 
degree  by  pharmacists  in  every  branch  of  their  profession. 
Passing  from  the  general  to  the  particular,  as  far  as 


pharmacy  is  concerned,  there  must  be  recorded  several 
events  which,  if  they  had  not  been  obscured  by  the  shadow 
of  war  and  of  war  itself,  would  have  been  regarded  as  of 
first  importance.  The  question  of  patent  medicine  law 
had  become  acute,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  have  expected 
that,  had  international  tension  permitted  the  Government 
to  fulfil  its  social  and  legislative  programme,  an  investiga- 
tion into  a  state  of  affairs  which  had  become  chaotic  and 
tmsatisfactory  alike  to  vendors,  purchasers,  and  the 
Government  itself,  some  conclu.sion  on  the  matter  might 
by  now  have  been  reached.  Doubtless,  preoccupation 
with  the  conduct  of  the  war  will  preclude  any  further  action 
in  this  matter  until  peace  is  declared:  Another  problem  has 
likewise  been  shelved,  namely,  the  position  of  co-operative 
societies,  who  may  act  as  "authorised  sellers  of  poisons," 
and  have  been  in  the  habit  of  selling  non-poisonous  drugs 
and  patent  medicines  from  their  grocery  branches.  The 
individual  pharmacist  is  expressly  debarred  from  such  dual 
trading  by  the  provisions  of  Sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  The  C.  &■  D. 
(January  7,  p.  13)  expressed  what  is,  we  believe,  the  firm 
determination  of  the  profession  that  the  advantage  which 
has  been  used  by  the  co-operative  societies  should  be  ended. 
In  this  connexion  we  are  glad  to  record  what  may  prove  to 
be  the  beginning  of  a  movement  toward  the  definition  of 
the  "business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,"  in  the  decision 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Lancashire  Chancery  Court 
(C.  D.,  December  16,  p.  541)  that  the  sale  of  proprietary 
medicines  is  the  province  of  the  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  not  that  of  the  grocer. 

The  Committee  of  Inquiry  set  up  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  placed  before  the  B.P.C.  at  Birmingham  an  interim 
report,  which  set  out  in  a  lucid  form  the  origins  and  the 
present  state  of  pharmacy.  The  committee  is  pursuing 
its  task,  and  the  proposals  which,  in  due  course,  it  will 
make  for  the  amelioration  of  the  lot  of  pharmacists,  will  be 
eagerly  awaited.  That  such  an  investigation  was  thought 
to  be  needed,  and  that  it  was  undertaken,  are  healthy 
evidences  of  a  stirring  amongst  the  members  of  the  Society, 
which,  when  articulated  and  guided,  may  well  result  in 
placing  the  calling  of  pharmacy  in  a  strongly  entrenched 
position.  Along  with  that  examination  the  committee 
was  required  to  draw  up  and  issue  a  "Code  of  Ethics" 
for  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  We  pay  a  well-merited 
tribute  to  the  Tees-side  branch  of  the  Society  for  their 
initiative  in  this  matter,  and  for  the  extreme  care  with 
which  they  drew  up  such  a  code.  The  Tees-side  code  was 
not  accepted  in  its  original  form  but  a  valuable  code  of 
directions  for  pharmacists  was  circulated.  The  Council  of 
the  Society  did  not  feel  that  the  time  was  ripe  to  use  the 
authority  of  its  Statutory  Committee  to  enforce  their  find- 
ings— that  may  be  possible  in  the  future — but  it  is  never- 
theless highly  satisfactory  that  the  conduct  of  practising 
pharmacists  should  be  brought  into  conformity  with 
well-defined  ethical  principles. 

The  building  of  the  new  headquarters  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  been  steadily  carried  on,  and  the 
conditions  arising  from  the  war  may  compel  a  thorough 
revision  of  the  policy  of  the  Council  toward  this  enterprise. 

The  Annual  Conference  at  Birmingham  in  July  may 
prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  of  its  kind.  Those 
who  attended  that  Conference  could  not  fail  to  be 
impressed  by  the  earnestness  and  capacity  of  many  of  the 
young  men  who  attended  as  representatives  of  the  branches. 
They  give  promise  of  great  progress  in  the  fufnire. 
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Medical  Abstracts 

Colloidal  Calomel  Ointment 

A  PRELIMINARY  report  on  the  value  of  colloidal  calomel  ointment 
in  dermatological  practice  has  recently  been  issued  by  Cornbleet, 
Slepyan  and  Ebert,  "Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion," November  ii,  p.  1804.  The  ointment  referred  to  contained 
calomel  in  which  the  particles  were  0-5  micron  or  less  in  diameter, 
and  an  aqueous  suspension  of  the  calomel  with  gelatin  was 
incorporated  into  the  ointment  base.  The  improved  or  colloidal 
calomel  ointment  has  been  extensively  investigated  from  the 
chemical,  bactericidal,  pharmacological  and  toxicological  stand- 
points. It  appears  to  be  no  more  toxic  than  the  official  ointment 
of  the  N.F.  VI  (30  per  cent,  calomel  in  hydrous  wool  fat  and  soft 
paraffin),  which  has  never  been  considered  toxic  for  human 
beings  in  doses  of  i  drachm.  It  has  a  prophylactic  value  in 
syphilis  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  N.F.  VI  ointment.  The 
greatest  therapeutic  value  of  the  colloidal  calomel  ointment  was 
found  to  be  in  impetigo  contagiosa,  and  in  about  130  cases  of  this 
condition  the  ointment  proved  to  be  an  extremely  efficient  remedy. 
According  to  observations,  the  ointment  clears  up  eruptions  in 
an  average  of  a  third  to  a  half  the  time  required  by  ointments  of 
ammoniated  mercury.  In  not  more  than  three  or  four  instances 
did  it  produce  a  slight  irritation,  and  this  was  not  great  enough  to 
necessitate  its  withdrawal.  In  the  condition  which  produces  a 
superficial  erythematous  dermatitis  in  the  fold  behind  the  ear, 
ascribed  by  some  authorities  to  streptococcal  infection,  and  which 
is  particularly  resistant  to  treatment,  the  use  of  colloidal  calomel 
ointment  has  been  of  benefit  in  several  cases  and  is  stated  to  have 
been  more  effective  than  any  other  agent  used.  Since  the  oint- 
ment proved  to  be  efficient  in  some  superficial  infections,  it  was 
hoped  that  it  might  be  of  benefit  in  superficial  fungus  infections, 
such  as  eczematoid  ringworm,  but  it  was  found  that  it  did  not 
influence  these  infections. 

Drugs  in  Epilepsy 

A  REVIEW  of  the  drugs  employed  in  epilepsj'-  is  contained  in  an 
article  dealing  with  the  general  treatment  of  the  condition  by 
Shafer  in  the  "Medical  Press  and  Circular,"  December  13, 
p.  476.  Among  the  anti-convulsant  drugs  recommended  are 
morphine  (gr.  -4—2-),  hyoscine  (gr.  i/ioo)  and  sodium  phenobarbi- 
tone  (gr.  3-5),  and  these  may  be  given  by  subcutaneous  or 
intramuscular  injection.  Paraldehyde  given  in  6  dr.  doses  with 
an  equal  amount  of  olive  oil  per  rectum  is  another  successful 
remedy.  Chloroform  anaesthesia  may  be  necessary  if  these 
measures  fail.  The  patient  should  be  fed  with  milk  and  glucose 
to  counteract  the  acidosis,  and  cardiac  stimulants  may  be  indi- 
cated. The  majority  of  patients  show  a  greater  response  to 
phenobarbitone  than  to  bromides,  but  in  other  instances  the 
latter  are  more  effective.  In  other  cases,  a  combination  of  the 
two  drugs  gives  the  most  satisfactory  results.  It  is  usually  wise 
to  commence  treatment  with  bromides,  and  these  are  rendered 
more  effective  by  a  diet  relatively  free  from  salt.  Dosage  should 
vary  with  the  individual,  but  not  more  than  60  gr.  should  be 
taken  in  twenty-four  hours.  Like  the  bromides,  phenobarbitone 
is  more  successful  in  controlling  grand  mal  than  petit  mal 
attacks.  Prolonged  administration  of  phenobarbitone  in  large 
doses  does  not  affect  the  patient  adversely  and  any  dizziness 
noticed  at  the  commencement  of  treatment  or  following  increases 
of  dosage  usually  passes  off  in  a  few  weeks.  Belladonna  as  an 
adjuvant  to  bromides  or  phenobarbitone  is  often  valuable  in 
doses  of  10-15  iTi-  three  times  a  day,  and  borax  10-15  gr.  three 
times  daily  serves  a  similar  purpose.  Many  other  substances 
ranging  from  various  coloured  dyes  to  snake  venom,  which 
have  been  advocated  in  epilepsy,  have  failed,  according  to  the 
author,  to  influence  the  disorder.  A  new  substance,  sodium 
diphenyl-hydantoinate,  while  still  under  trial,  appears  to  have 
a  definite  place  in  the  treatment  of  epilepsy.  It  is  given  in  doses 
of  from  3-6  gr.  daily.  Where  no  favourable  results  ensue  in  the 
course  of  two  or  three  weeks,  the  treatment  will  probably  be 
ineffective.  The  patient  should  not,  when  sodium  diphenyl- 
hydantoinate  therapy  is  commenced,  be  suddenly  deprived  of 
the  anti-convulsant  medicines  previously  given — the  new  sub- 
stance is  increased  while  the  dose  of  the  previous  medicaments  is 
reduced.  Mild  reactions,  such  as  dizziness,  impaired  vision  and 
ataxia  are  frequently  encountered  in  sodium  diphenyl-hydan- 
toinate therapy,  but  these  disappear  usually  with  the  reduction 
of  dosage. 


Public  Health  Report 

THE  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  the  state  of  public  health  for  1938 
has  recently  been  published  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
3s.  6d.),  and  shows  the  following  interesting  statistics.  During 
the  year  there  was  a  rise  of  10,647  births  over  the  number  regis- 
tered in  1937,  representing  a  birth  rate  of  15-1  per  1,000  living — 
a  slight  improvement  on  the  rate  of  14-9  for  1937.  It  is  0-7  above 
the  rate  for  1933,  which  was  the  lowest  recorded.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  fifty- three  per  1,000  births  as  against  fifty-eight 
for  1937  and  is  now  the  lowest  on  record.  The  deaths  in  1938 
were  478,829,  as  compared  with  509,574  in  1937,  3-  decrease  of 
30,745.  The  five  principal  killing  diseases  remain  the  same  as 
for  many  years  past  and  occur  in  the  same  order,  viz. :  i .  Diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  ;  2 .  cancer — malignant  disease ; 
3.  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  diseases  ;  4.  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system;  5.  all  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

General  Epidemiology 

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  is  practically  undiminished,  and 
this  is  probably  also  true  of  other  forms  of  streptococcal  in- 
fection. Fortunately,  however,  the  type  of  the  disease  continues 
to  be  mild  and  its  mortality  remains  low.  The  notified  cases  of 
diphtheria  were  65,008  as  compared  with  61,341  in  1937  and 
57.795  in  1936.  The  fatal  cases  numbered  2,931  giving  a  fatality 
rate  of  4-5  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  4-8  per  cent,  in  1937  a-^d 
5-3  per  cent,  in  1936.  Diphtheria  is  the  principal  killing  disease 
among  children  of  school  age.  In  the  last  few  years  the  number 
of  deaths  from  diphtheria  have  exceeded  the  number  from 
measles  and  from  whooping  cough.  An  effective  method  of 
immunisation  is  available,  and  with  willing  co-operation  of  the 
public  an  immense  reduction  in  the  incidence  and  number  of 
deaths  from  the  disease  could  be  secured. 

Eighteen  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified.  With  the  exception 
of  one  doubtful  case,  they  all  appeared  to  derive  from  a  source 
outside  this  country.  There  was  an  increased  prevalence  of 
poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  in  the  last  two  quarters  of  the 
year.  The  mortality  from  cancer  has  again  risen,  the  increase 
being  more  marked  in  the  case  of  women.  There  were  68,605 
deaths  in  1938  as  against  66,991  in  1937,  an  increase  of  1,614. 
Although  deaths  certified  as  due  to  cancer  have  risen  steadily 
from  1851  it  is  impossible  to  say  if  there  is  a  real  increase  in  the 
disease.  Advances  in  diagnosis  and  increased  longevity  both 
tend  to  increase  the  numbers. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  26,176  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1938,  as  com- 
pared with  28,529  in  1937  and  35,818  in  1931.  The  rate  of 
decline  in  mortality  has  been  greater  since  1931  than  at  any 
other  time  in  this  century  and  has  been  most  notable  amongst 
young  adults  and  children.  Much  of  the  improvement  may 
perhaps  be  attributable  to  better  housing  and  the  diminution  of 
overcrowding. 

There  is  a  reduction  of  over  1,000  in  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea 
in  males,  but  this  is  doubtless  due  to  a  large  number  of  cases 
being  treated  by  private  practitioners  encouraged  by  the  relative 
ease  by  which  the  symptoms  are  abated  by  the  new  sulphani- 
lamide  drugs.  This  method  of  treatment  continues  to  bear  out 
its  early  promise  of  being  a  valuable  weapon  against  gonorrhoea 
but  an  important  caveat  must  be  made.  The  sulphanilamide 
treatment  may  deceive  by  eliminating  symptoms  without 
eradicating  the  disease,  therefore  particularly  strict  tests  of  cure 
have  to  be  applied. 


Control  of  puerperal  sepsis. — A  Memorandum  on  puerperal 
sepsis  has  recently  been  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
object  of  the  pamphlet  (Memo.  226/Med.,  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  2d.)  is  to  explain  the  nature  of  the  disease,  how  it  is  spread, 
and  how  to  identify  and  group  the  streptococci  responsible. 
The  Ministry  has  evidence  that  the  increased  knowledge  of  the 
nature  and  sources  of  puerperal  infections  gained  during  recent 
years  is  not  being  applied  either  in  maternity  institutions  or  in 
domiciliary  practice  with  the  promptitude  and  purpose  required 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection.  The  Memorandum  deals  with  the 
evaluation  of  the  results  of  vaginal  swabs  and  swabs  taken  from 
the  upper  respiratory  tract.  It  describes  in  some  detail  the 
laboratory  methods  for  the  examination  of  swabs,  the  soluble 
haemolysin  test,  the  group-precipitin  test,  and  the  identification 
of  the  seriological  type  of  streptococci  by  agglutination.

Pharmacy  Act  case. — At  Wealdstone,  on  December  15, 
James  M.  Luntz,  drug  store  proprietor,  was  fined  £120  for  offences 
against  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933  (see  C.  &  D., 
December  16,  p.  540). 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  charges. — At  Kilmarnock  Sheriff 
Court,  on  December  19,  William  McCluskey  Smirrel,  M.P.S., 
pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  having  failed  to  enter  in  a  register 
at  his  shop  at  166  Titchfield  Street,  Kilmarnock,  true  particulars 
of  drugs  obtained  by  him  from  various  firms  on  130  occasions, 
and  of  drugs  supplied  by  him  to  five  persons ;  also  of  having 
failed  to  keep  drugs  in  a  locked  receptacle  that  could  be  opened 
only  by  him  or  by  an  assistant  who  was  a  pharmacist.  The  sheriff 
commented  that  there  had  been  gross  negligence  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business.  Fines  of  on  the  first  charge  and  £^  on  the 
second  were  imposed.

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Pharmacopoeia  Revision 


The  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Pharmacy  and  Pharma- 
cognosy of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  have  been  published 
and  some  important  changes  are  recommended  to  be  made  in 
the  forthcoming  issue  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  In  pharmacognosy, 
the  monographs  on  belladonna  leaf  and  root,  cinchona  and  nux 
vomica  have  been  revised,  and  much  more  precise  details  of  the 
microscopical  characters  of  these  drugs  are  given.  Some  impor- 
tant changes  both  in  character  and  nomenclature  are  to  be  made. 
The  following  are  among  the  more  important : — 

Aloes. — Barbadoes,  Cape  and  Curasao  aloes  alone  are  to  be 
official. 

Amylum. — The  monograph  should  include  maize,  rice,  wheat 
and  potato  starch. 

Orange  peel,  dried. — It  should  contain  not  less  than  2-5  per 
cent,  of  volatile  oil. 

Capsicum. — The  pungency  tests  recommended  by  Berry  and 
Samways  both  for  the  crude  drug  and  for  the  tincture  of  capsicum 
have  been  included. 

The  names  of  the  powdered  drugs,  belladonna,  digitalis, 
ipecacuanha,  jalap,  nux  vomica,  and  opium,  are  recommended 
to  be  changed,  for  example,  from  belladonna  pulverata  to 
belladonna  praeparata,  and  so  on. 

The  remaining  changes  recommended  by  the  pharmacognosy 
subcommittee  are  chiefly  concerned  with  alterations  in  the 
botanical  nomenclature  and  details  for  the  determination  of  the 
identity  and  purity  of  the  drug.  It  is  recommended  that  galls, 
gelsemium  and  kino  along  with  dried  lemon  peel,  which  were 
denied  official  recognition  in  1932,  should  be  restored  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  and,  broadly  speaking,  the  monographs  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  1914,  on  these  drugs  have  been  included  and 
extended  in  the  light  of  recent  investigations. 

Pharmacy 

A  considerable  number  of  alterations  are  recommended  by  the 
various  subcommittees  with  regard  to  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions, and  the  following  notes  are  made,  not  in  alphabetical 
order,  but  in  the  order  of  their  examination  by  the  appropriate 
subcommittee :  Important  changes  are  made  in  the  menstruum 
in  liquid  extract  of  belladonna  and  liquid  extract  of  ipecacuanha. 
A  liquid  extract  of  senna  suitable  for  dilution  with  syrup  to  form 
syrup  of  senna  is  recommended.  A  dry  extract  of  hamamelis 
and  a  new  tincture  of  gelsemium  are  included.  The  use  of  a 
concentrated  infusion  of  buchu  is  discontinued.  With  regard  to 
liquor  adrenalin,  hydrochlor.,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
addition  of  0-05  per  cent,  of  sodium  metabisulphite  should  be 
made  in  order  to  retard  the  development  of  colour. 

Liquor  arsenicalis. — It  was  found  that  the  neutral  solution 
of  arsenic  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  in  1932  might,  in  certain  condi- 
tions, give  rise  to  a  growth  of  moulds.  In  order  to  overcome 
this  difficulty,  the  subcommittee  recommends  the  addition  of 
spirit  of  lavender  to  the  arsenical  solution. 

Liquor  cresol  saponatus. — A  considerable  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  on  this  subject,  and  the  subcommittee  recom- 
mends that  the  present  monograph  should  be  repeated,  the  only 
change  being  permission  to  add  not  more  than  4  per  cent,  of 
industrial  methylated  spirit  in  the  process  of  saponification  of 
fixed  vegetable  oils. 

Liquor  iodi  mitis  is  recommended  to  contain  an  increased 
proportion  of  potassium  iodide.  The  storage  directions  for  the 
solution  should  indicate  the  necessity  for  protection  against  light. 

Liquor  sod^e  chlorinate  chirurgicalis. — The  table  relating 
to  a  proportion  of  the  ingredients  to  the  percentage  of  available 
chlorine  in  the  chlorinated  lime  is  extended  so  as  to  include 
chlorinated  lime  containing  so  much  as  40  per  cent,  of  available 
chlorine. 

Easton  syrup,  which  has  given  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  trouble 
with  regard  to  keeping,  has  been  thoroughly  investigated,  and 
whilst  the  work  is  not  yet  completed,  a  modified  formula  is  given. 

New  monographs  include  those  for  liquor  sodii  chloridi  com- 
positus,  with  the  synonym  "Ringer's  solution";  and  for  spirit 
of  lavender ;  and  syrup  of  codeine  phosphate  is  restored  according 
to  the  formula  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1914. 

Benzoated  lard. — It  is  recommended  that  Siam  benzoin 
should  be  used  in  place  of  Sumatra  benzoin  specified  in  the 
current  Pharmacopoeia. 

Glycerin    of    starch. — Recommendations    of    the  sub- 


committee have  been  made  on  the  basis  of  the  work  of  Miss  Ivy 
Roberts,  who  has  reported  that  wheat  starch  yields  the  most 
stable  preparation.  Accordingly  the  subcommittee  has  adopted 
the  recommendation  of  Miss  Roberts. 

Mercury  with  chalk. — Miss  Roberts  also  has  investigated 
the  keeping  properties  of  mercury  with  chalk  and  recommends 
the  stabilisation  of  this  preparation  by  the  addition  of  i  per  cent, 
of  dextrose. 

Liniment  of  camphor. — It  is  recommended  that  preparations 
should  be  made  with  arachis  oil. 

Mixture  of  magnesium  hydroxide. — The  monograph  is  so 
formed  as  to  permit  the  use  of  other  methods  for  the  preparation 
of  this  mixture  and  that  adopted  by  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1932. 

In  genera],  oculenta  are  recommended  to  be  unchanged  except 
that  more  precise  details  are  given  as  to  their  storage  and  use,  and 
with  regard  to  the  oculentum  atropinae  cum  hydrargyri  oxido, 
it  is  recommended  that  it  should  be  made  extemporaneously  and 
not  stored. 

New  preparations  include  a  number  of  considerable  interest : — 
Acriflavine  preparations. — It  is  recommended  that  a  i  per 
cent,  solution  of  acriflavine  in  glycerin  should  be  used  as  a  stock 
solution  to  be  diluted  with  water  at  the  time  of  use  to  form 
o-i  per  cent,  solution  known  as  lotion  of  acriflavine.  The  sub- 
committee does  not  recommend  the  inclusion  of  emulsion  of 
acriflavine,  as  experiment  has  caused  doubt  to  be  thrown  upon  the 
bactericidal  activity  of  acriflavine  in  an  oily  medium.  The 
subcommittee  recommends  that  the  cod  liver  oil  emulsion  of 
the  Codex  be  included  and  that  an  emulsion  of  liquid  paraffin 
also  should  be  added.  In  both  cases,  a  reduced  proportion  of 
emulgent  may  be  used  if  the  emulsion  is  prepared  in  an 
homogeniser. 

New  injections  include  those  of  calcium  gluconate,  of  procaine 
and  adrenaline,  of  quinine  and  urethane,  and  of  sodium  morrhuate. 

Linctus  diamorphine. — The  formula  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex,  1934,  is  recommended  for  inclusion. 

Linimentum  aconiti  oleosum,  or  A. B.C.  liniment,  liniment  of 
methyl  salicylate,  lotion  of  calamine,  compound  powder  of 
digitalis,  compound  bismuth  powder,  compound  powder  of 
catechu,  suppositories  of  adrenaline,  ointment  of  hamamelis, 
compound  methyl  salicylate  ointment,  are  recommended  to  be 
included,  and  in  all  cases  the  formula  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex  of  1934  is  recommended. 

The  following  preparations  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1914 
are  recommended  to  be  restored  : — ■ 

Compound  powder  of  catechu,  compound  powder  of  kino, 
gall  and  opium  ointment. 

A  tannic  acid  jelly  under  the  name  of  "pasta  acidi  tannici" 
is  recommended ;  this  is  to  be  preserved  by  the  addition  of 
parachlor-metacresol . 

Suppositories. — A  general  description  of  the  method  of 
preparation  for  suppositories  is  to  be  continued  without  change, 
and  the  following  additions  made ; — 

Suppositories  of  bismuth  subgallate,  suppositories  of  cocaine 
made  with  cocaine  hydrochloride,  suppositories  of  hamamelis, 
and  suppositories  of  hamamelis  and  zinc  oxide. 

With  regard  to  mercury  ointments,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
monographs  on  the  ointment  of  mercury  containing  30  per  cent, 
of  mercury  should  be  continued  without  the  synonym  "mercury 
ointment"  and  that  a  diluted  ointment  of  mercury  containing 
10  per  cent,  of  mercury  should  be  introduced  with  the  synonym 
"blue  ointment,"  and  that  a  note  should  be  added  explaining 
the  application  of  the  names  mercury  ointment  and  mercurial 
ointment.  Whilst  the  following  preparations  are  not  strictly 
speaking  galenicals,  it  is  recommended  that  the  following 
be  included : — 

Aloin. — It  appears  that  in  the  present  state  of  knowledge  of 
the  composition  of  this  substance  and  of  the  chemical  properties 
of  the  constituents,  no  change  in  the  monograph  of  the  current 
Pharmacopoeia  is  desirable. 

Carbo  activatus  or  medicinal  charcoal. — Activated  char- 
coal may  be  prepared  by  carbonising  organic  matter,  and 
subjecting  the  charcoal  to  the  action  of  steam  or  activating  gas 
at  high  temperature  and  purifying  by  treatment  with  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid.  Precise  details  are  given  for  its  testing, 
particularly  with  reference  to  its  adsorbing  power. 

Sodium  morrhuate  is  obtained  by  the  saponification  of  cod 
liver  oil  with  sodium  hydroxide. 
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U.S.A.  Medicinal  Exports 

Exports  of  medicinal,  pharmaceutical,  and  biological  products 
during  September  advanced  sharply  to  more  than  $2, 000,000  in 
value — the  highest  figure  attained  in  this  trade  during  any  month 
in  recent  years.  Outstanding  gains  were  recorded  in  exports  of 
serums  and  antitoxins  for  human  use.  The  increase  was  largely 
due  to  heavier  purchases  by  the  United  Kingdom,  shipments  to 
which  were  valued  at  $195,000  in  September,  as  compared  with

In  terms  of  standard  bales  (1401b.  net),  supplies  were  88.074 
and  exports  64,349.  The  Association  supplied  4,538,731  lb.  or 
50  per  cent,  of  the  total  of  exports.  The  export  figures  reflect  a 
record  quarter,  and  it  is  of  note  that  63  per  cent,  of  the  total 
(also  a  record)  was  shipped  during  September.  The  largest 
shipment  by  one  steamer  ever  recorded  was  made  to  the  Dutch 
East  Indies.  The  present  market  outlook  is  reasonably  assuring. 
Orders  in  hand  are  considerable,  and  overseas  buying  interest  is 
still  in  evidence.  Madagascar  clove  exports  for  the  seasonal 
year  1938-1939  were  4,779  tons,  say  305,856  frasilas  or  76,464 
standard  bales.  This  is  about  up  to  market  expectations. 

Clove  Stems 

Supplies  of  stems  corresponded  fairly  well  with  clove  supplies, 
and  were  all  absorbed  by  the  Association.  They  totalled 
976,057  lb.,  of  which  the  larger  proportion  was  received  during 
the  month  of  September.  The  declared  buying  price  for  the 
seasonal  year  for  commercial  quality  stems  is  Shs.  6/50  per 
100  lb.,  and  the  bulk  of  the  supplies  were  up  to  this  standard. 
The  distillery  absorbed  1,636,155  lb.  during  the  quarter  and 
exports  of  oil  were  87,917  lb. 


Zanzibar  Clove  Industry    Japanese  Agar  Industry

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Clove 
Growers'  Association,  Zanzibar,  for  the  three  months  ended 
September  30,  1939.  The  outbreak  of  war  temporarily  destroyed 
market  confidence  and  accentuated  a  movement  of  supplies  to 
the  Association.  It  was  not  until  a  fairly  general  overseas  demand 
set  in  that  there  was  a  return  to  more  normal  conditions,  and 
from  then  on  all  supplies  were  readily  absorbed  by  export 
buyers  and  rapidly  exported,  overseas  buying  being  well  headed 
by  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  In  fact,  a  scramble  for  supplies 
developed,  and  a  spectacular  price  rise  was  only  averted  by 
exporters'  arranging  for  joint  buying.  Nevertheless,  prices 
advanced  sharply,  and  at  the  close  of  the  quarter  were,  on 
average,  fully  20  per  cent,  above  the  Association's  buying  prices. 
Impetus  was  given  to  the  market  and  to  operators  by  reports 
that  the  export  of  cloves  from  Madagascar  had  been  prohibited, 
and  although  this  may  have  been  a  temporary  measure,  sub- 
sequent advices  have  indicated  that  an  export  licensing  system 
has  been  applied.  What  effect,  if  any,  this  will  have  on  the 
markets  for  cloves  remains  to  be  seen.  The  course  of  the  current 
harvest  is  illustrated  by  the  following  figures  of  receipts  and

Official  production  figures  are  not  available,  but  estimates 
indicate  that  the  1938  agar  crop  in  Japan  was  below  normal,  and 
that  the  1939  crop  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  1938. 
The  combination  of  small  crops  and  low  stocks  has  resulted  in 
steadily  rising  prices.  Since  July  1938,  the  price  for  Kobe  No.  i 
stock  has  risen  from  250  yen  per  100  kin  to  the  July  1939 
quotation  of  500  yen.  Although  prices  declined  slightly  during 
the  months  of  August,  September  and  October  1938,  and  again 
in  March  1939,  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  price  in  December 
1938,  and  again  in  May  1939.

During  the  few  days  the  markets  have  been  open  since  our  last  report, 
business  in  most  directions  has  been  of  little  consequence ;  quoted 
prices  continue  generally  unchanged,  with  the  tone  throughout 
distinctly  firm.  The  controlled  sales  prices  of  Mercurials  were  recently 
increased,  but  an  advance  in  the  metal  of  28  dollars  a  bottle  will  make 
a  further  revision  necessary.  Small  quantities  of  Bismuth  salts 
and  Iodides  may  come  under  consideration  for  revision,  on  account 
of  the  higher  cost  of  packages,  but  there  has  been  no  movement  up  to 
the  present.  Business  in  Crude  Drugs  has  continued  fairly  good,  and 
is  only  limited  by  the  generally  low  level  of  London  stocks.  Spot  values 
are  firm  and  importers  are  finding  it  difficult  to  bring  fresh  supplies 
forward.  The  Essential  Oils  markets  have  remained  quiet  and  there 
is  nothing  of  outstanding  importance  to  record.  The  Consortium  has 
not  yet  issued  prices  for  new-crop  Bergamot  ;  usually  by  this  time  an 
appreciable  amount  of  business  has  been  booked.

Portuguese  Medicinal  Supplies. — With  supply  of  medicinal  products 
from  Germany  cut  off,  the  Oporto  branch  of  the  National  Syndicate  of 
Pharmacists  has  issued  an  appeal  to  the  medical  profession  to  avoid 
so  far  as  possible  the  use  in  prescriptions  of  imported  medicines, 
particularly  those  of  German  origin,  as  replacements  from  that  country 
may  be  difficult  to  obtain.  Appro-ximately  50  per  cent,  of  the  medi- 
cinal, pharmaceutical  and  biological  products  consumed  in  Portugal  are 
imported.  In  recent  years,  imports  of  such  products  have  averaged 
£300,000  per  annum.  In  the  last  year  for  which  details  are  available 
Germany  and  France  each  accounted,  according  to  official  Portuguese 
statistics,  for  around  30  per  cent,  of  the  total,  the  United  States  supplied 
14  per  cent.,  and  the  United  Kingdom  12  per  cent.

U.S.A.  Ephedra  Herb  Imports. — Imports  into  the  United  States  of 
ephedra,  which  were  considerably  disturbed  in  1938  by  military- 
operations  in  and  about  the  growing  regions  in  China,  are  now  back  to 
normal.  In  1938,  when  shipments  from  China  were  difficult,  consider- 
able quantities  were  imported  from  British  India,  Japan  and  one  small 
lot  from  Spain.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  current  year,  however, 
all  shipments  reaching  the  United  States  originated  in  China.  Receipts 
in  the  first  five  months  of  the  current  year  aggregated  514,550  lb., 
valued  at  $16,000  or  a  little  over  three  cents  per  lb.,  which  is  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  during  the  years  preceding  the  outbreak  of  hostilities 
in  China.  During  1938,  incoming  shipments  were  valued  at  an  average 
of  6  cents  per  lb.

Branch  Pharmacies 

Sir, — The  Bill  to  regulate  company  pharmacy  in  New  South 
Wales  (C.  &•  D.  December,  9,  p.  522)  proposes  to  recognise 
existing  companies  to  the  extent  of  the  number  of  pharmacies 
open  at  November  i,  while  after  that  date  all  new  pharmacies 
must  be  individually  owned.  Does  "individually  owned"  mean 
that  each  pharmacy  must  be  carried  on  by  the  proprietor  ?  I 
remember  having  a  conversation  with  a  Belgian  pharmacist  who 
had  asked  me  about  conditions  in  England.  I  then  asked  him  if 
he  could  open  a  branch,  and  he  said  he  could,  and  I  pointed  out 
in  that  case  he  might  have  ten  or  even  a  hundred  branches. 
I  believe  that  in  France  a  pharmacist  must  manage  his  own 
pharmacy  and  not  be  associated  with  any  other.

Proprietaries  for  Insurance  Dispensing 

Sir, — It  is  surprising  that  panel  chemists  take  so  many  un- 
necessary risks  of  incurring  loss  in  connexion  with  the  supply 
of  medicines  under  their  contract.  "Panel  Chemist"  in  your 
issue  of  December  9  (p.  524)  refers  to  the  fact  of  supplies  of 
proprietaries  being  left  on  the  chemist's  hands  as  "not  an 
unusual  occurrence."  Surely  the  authorities  have  done  all  they 
can  to  help  the  chemist  in  this  matter !  In  the  Drug  Tariff 
certain  drugs  and  preparations  are  indicated  which  must  be  kept 
in  stock.  No  proprietaries  are  among  them  and  by  inference 
these  are  not  expected  to  be  stocked  specially  for  insurance 
purposes.  On  the  other  hand  there  is  a  special  provision  that 
any  expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  such  preparations  are  to  be 
refunded  to  the  chemist.  Moreover,  the  chemist  need  not  be  at 
any  loss  through  breaking  bulk,  for  he  may  claim  the  full  value 
of  an  original  package  if  he  finds  it  necessary  to  open  one  to 
dispense  the  prescription.  Why  then  does  the  chemist  let  himself 
in  for  a  loss  which  the  other  parties  to  the  contract  endeavour 
to  avoid?  Each  pharmacist  must  please  himself  about  his 
methods  in  private  dispensing  practice,  but  for  his  insurance 
work  he  should  resist  any  suggestion  by  a  practitioner  that  he 
should  stock  in  advance  any  of  the  proprietaries  which  the 
prescriber  fancies.  If  a  proprietary  is  prescribed  which  is  not  in 
stock  it  is  sufficient  for  the  chemist  to  order  it  for  delivery  by 
post  or  otherwise  from  the  maker  or  his  usual  wholesaler.  The 
Drug  Tariff  even  endeavours  to  check  over-enthusiasm  in  rushing 
to  obtain  supplies  in  exceptional  ways,  for  in  providing  for 
repayment  of  expenses,  it  .stipulates  that  the  claim  must  be 
reasonable.  A  claim  for  the  cost  of  a  special  messenger  sent 
post  haste  to  obtain  a  proprietary  brand  of  an  ordinary  galenical 
preparation  might  not  be  considered  reasonable  by  the  Pricing 
Office.  One  would,  of  course,  always  except  such  things  as 
oxygen  and  serums. — Yours  faithfully.

Miscellaneous  Inquiries

publish  supposed  formulas  for  them 

A.  &■  L.,  Ltd.  (lo/ii). — Blackening  brass. — Dissolve  copper 
foil  or  filings  in  strong  nitric  acid  nearly  to  saturation,  but 
leaving  a  slight  excess  of  acid  to  bite  the  metal  to  be  blackened. 
Heat  the  metal  in  a  smokeless  flame,  and  brush  on  the  copper 
nitrate  solution  exactly  as  in  lacquering. 

/..  M.  (20/11). — Sponge-bleaching. — The  simplest  way  to 
bleach  sponges  is  to  wash  them  well,  then  immerse  in  a  bath 
made  by  dissolving  2  dr.  of  potassium  permanganate  and  2  oz. 
of  hydrochloric  acid  in  2  gall,  of  water.  A  few  minutes'  immersion 
suffices  to  make  the  sponges  almost  white;  then  remove,  press, 
and  wash  in  cold  water,  finally  soaking  in  an  alkaline  bath 
(potassium  carbonate  i  lb.  to  2  gall.)  to  restore  the  colour. 
Aniline  orange  is  sometimes  used  finally.  Ammoniated  solution 
of  hydrogen  peroxide  is  also  useful  for  this  purpose,  and  does  not 
attack  the  sponge  in  any  way. 

D.  L.  (21/11).— Chilblains. — Treatment  includes  wearing  of 
warmer  stockings,  with  silk  ones  outside  to  gratify  the  desire  for 


appearance,  and  the  loosening  of  all  tight  bands  above  and  below 
the  knee.  Exercises,  such  as  walking  and  skipping,  with  local 
massage  should  be  ordered,  and  elevation  of  the  heel  may  give 
some  relief.  Calcium  gluconate,  vitamin  D  and  small  doses  of 
thyroid  have  been  advocated,  and  daily  subcutaneous  injections 
of  acetyl  choline  bromide,  beginning  with  J  c.c.  and  gradually 
increased  to  i  c.c,  have  given  good  results.  After  a  fortnight 
the  injections  may  be  administered  less  frequently,  and  at  the 
end  of  six  weeks  discontinued.

B.  L.  M.  (18/12). — Sugarless  jams. — Sugarless  jams  and 
marmalade  for  the  use  of  diabetic  patients  are  made  with  a 
jelly  the  basis  of  which  is  prepared  with  gelatin  instead  of  sugar, 
the  strength  being  about  oz.  of  gelatin  to  a  pint  of  liquid,  which 
in  this  case  would  be  orange  juice,  pulp  and  grated  peel.  The 
sweetening  is  managed  by  the  addition  of  saccharin,  which, 
however,  should  be  added  cautiously,  as  an  excess  is  objectionable 
to  the  taste.  Information  on  the  use  of  d.  sorbitol  as  the  sweet- 
ening agent  in  sugar-free  confectionery  was  given  in  the  C.  &•  D., 
October  22,  1938,  p.  451. 

M.  F.  (1/12). — Glazing  solution  for  prints. — For  the  high- 
est gloss  and  greatest  certainty  of  stripping,  it  is  best  to  use  a 
glazing  solution  prepared  from  : —

Tar  Water  as  in  France 

An  Anglo-French  pharmacist  remarks  in  reference  to  a  paper 
published  in  this  journal  on  August  31,  1889,  on  Bishop  Berkeley 
and  tar  water,  that  Continental  chemists  have  exploited  the 
bishop's  observations  more  effectively  than  have  his  own 
countrymen,  and  proceeds  to  give  some  details  and  particulars 
of  the  remedy  as  it  occurs  in  French  pharmacy.  We  have  now  in 
daily  use,  he  says,  the  official  preparations  of  the  Codex,  such  as 
tar  water,  tar  syrup  and  tar  ointment ;  but  the  special  or 
proprietary  preparations  of  this  drug  are  almost  countless.  The 
first,  and,  perhaps,  foremost  in  point  of  quantity  sold,  is  the 
liqueur  de  goudron  de  Guyot,  an  alkaline  solution  of  tar,  offering 
the  means  of  preparing  an  extemporaneous  tar  water.  This 
preparation  has  an  enormous  sale  on  the  Continent,  and  is  largely 
exported.  Of  a  similar  character  are  the  solutions  of  Guillot 
and  of  Freyessinge,  the  latter  said  to  be  prepared  without  alkali ; 
these  well-known  liquors  are  largely  imitated  in  all  pharmacies, 
and  here  most  chemists  keep  in  stock  liqueur  de  goudron,  either 
prepared  by  themselves  or  put  up  in  bottles,  labelled  with  their 
name  and  address,  by  the  many  houses  who  supply  goods 
specialised,  that  is  to  say,  in  plain  English,  close  imitations  of  the 
original  article.
